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KEEPING pte as RUNNING 


By Erwin Greer 
(President loner School of Electric- 
al & Automotive Trades, Chicago Ti.) 


Most motorists do not keep track 
of their running expenses because 
they imagine that it requires a lot 
of time and energy. But those who 
employ such a system in the manage- 
ment of their cars regard it as a long 
time investment. For instance, as 
J always make the entry in my car 
record book while watching the 
garage attendant fill up the gas tank, 
the matter of keeping account really 
requires no time at all for I would 
watch to see that I was getting full 
meusure anyway. When the bill ar- 
rives from the garage there is 
never any time wasted in disputes on 
account of overcharges, because. the 
garage man knows that my records 
are as accurate as his. As a matter 
of fact he has upon several occasions 
made mistakes, and has consulted my 
little red memorandum book in order 
to straighten out his own records. A 
number of motorists at the garage 
are always having arguments about 
their bills; and, as a consequence, 
waste more time while the garage

Keeping track of running. expenses 
is. not necessarily a matter of finding 
out how much it costs to motor but 
mainly a means of keeping a close 
check on the gasoline mileage which, 
in turn, is an excellent index of the 
condition of the motor and chassis. 
When my gasoline mileage suddenly 
fell below norma) last month I dis- 
covered that the fan belt was. slipping 
and that the motor was overheating. 

There is economy in trying to make 
tires last as long as possible but 
when they are too old and you are 
motoring with the idea of “getting 
there” it pays to forego the use of 
the fag end of a tire’s service. 

A friend of mine recently ruined 
a whole day's trip by trying to 
economize on ‘rubber. To cap the 
climax necessity forced him to pur- 
chase from a roadside garage the sort 
of tire he didn’t want but had to 
have. It was like throwing money 
away, but it was the only alterna- 


tive—considering that he insisted 
upon getting the last mile out of the 
old tire. 


Realizing that time is the prime 
consideration in car care, manufactur. 
ers afe constantly on the alert to 
improve design so that it is easier 
to keep track of running expenses. 
The motorist who wants to have his 
ear give him the maximum. amount 
‘of uninterrupted. service must. work 
out a. system. of his own for taking 
care of it. If by the addition of a 
certain system in his office it is pos- 
sible to do more work in less time, 
surely something on the same order 
can be tried with the car with reason- 
able assurance of success,

The trip was made in the observation 
railroad car of the company. The 
tour of the calcite plant was intense- 
ly interesting to the visitors. 

The plant turns out 10,000,000 tons 
of limestone each year and encom- 
Passes an area of 20,000 acres. It 
is estimated that the supply will last 
at least 100 years. Seven hundred 
men are continuously employed in 
the. operation, working in shifts of 
20 hours daily for eight months 
throughout the year. The plant was 
started in 1911. 

Calcite, which is the name of the 
locality occupied by the plant, pos- 
sesses one of the finest harbors on 
the Great Lakes. It is located on 
Lake Huron, a little more than a 
mile from Rogers City and is the 
port from which is shipped the entire 
supply of limestone used in all the 
steel corporation’s mills of the Great 
Lakes region as well as a consider- 
able part sold to the iron and steel 
mills of other corporations. The 
harbor “is one. of the three large 
harbors on the Great Lakes that has 
been improved wholly by private 
capital, 

Here is located one of the highest 
grade calcium limestone deposits in 
America. Calcite limestone is 98.14% 
calcium carbonate that is pure lime— 
and contains less than one-third of 
one per cent of silica iron. 

In the area occupied by this plant 
are limestone bluffs 70 feet above 
the lake level. In many places there 
is no dirt over the rock and it can 
not only be easily quarried but also 
moved directly from the quarries to 
vessels in the harbor. The slag of 
this district, usually u waste, is sold 
to be manufactured into portland 
cement. 

The visitors had the thrill of wit- 
nessing 9 blast. 

Following the trip to the calcite 
plant the visitors adjourned to P. H. 
Hoeft State park, where they were 
welcomed by Myr. Hoeft and Mr. 
Larke, caretaker. .
